Parkinson s fight for comedian Tommy 


BLACK COUNTRY comedian 
Tommy Mundon has been diag¬ 
nosed with Parkinson’s 
Disease - but is facing up to it 
with his usual sense of humour. 

Tommy, just turned 77, has 
spoken about how he is coping with 
the progressive neurological illness 
in order to give hope to others. 

“I’m in the early stages and 
they’ve got good medication these 
days,” said Tommy, who lives with 
his 59-year-old wife Val in Alexan¬ 
dra Road, Halesowen. 

“I’ve got patches that slowly 


release the medication to control 
the pain and I have physiotherapy 
at Corbett Hospital in Stourbridge. 

“What I need to do now is to 
master the slight stammering and 
stuttering I’ve got — but I’ve been 
doing some shows and have more 
planned this year. 

Shoulder 

“I used to write roughly what I 
was going to say in a performance. 
Now I’m getting it down in full for a 
set of about 20 minutes. I will still 
ad lib when I can.” 

It was a fall 18 months ago, in 


which he hurt his shoulder, that led 
Tommy to find out he had Parkin¬ 
son’s. 

He said: “During the course of 
treatment for the shoulder, my 
doctor told me he had a feeling I’d 
got Parkinson’s coming on - and Val 
noticed that I sometimes stared 
into space. 

“I went to see a consultant at 
Dudley Guest Hospital and eventu¬ 
ally got the diagnosis.” 

Tommy, who has a daughter and 
two grandchildren, has just started 
performing after a gap of a few 
months. He has several bookings 


lined up and will be in a Black 
Country comedy tour of theatres 
from October. 

“I’m optimistic about the future 
and am getting there thanks to the 
medication and advice,” he said. 

Val, who will celebrate 40 years of 
marriage to Tommy in September, 
said: “The local Parkinson’s nurses 
have been excellent. 

“Tommy’s attitude to it is great,” 
she added. “A lot of people would 
thrown in the towel - but he’s quite 
determined.”

£100m PLAN FOR 
TRAM-TRAIN LINE 


A £100MILLION project to launch a tram-train 
line taking commuters across the Black 
Country will be in place by 2014 if plans 
unveiled in detail are approved. 

The move is expected to create hundreds of jobs. Hybrid tram- 
trains, capable of travelling along both light and heavy tracks, 
would run along a defunct freight line, taking passengers 
between Stourbridge and Walsall. 

There would be stops on the tram-train line in both Brierley Hill and 
Dudley town centre. Council chiefs estimate that the scheme would 
bring in a minimum boost to the economy of £200m. 


Meals service 
for the elderly 
gets the axe 

A CHARITY-run meals on wheels 
service in Stourbridge has been axed 
due to lack of funding. 

The national WRVS charity is closing 
Carlisle Hall, in Victoria Street. 

Following a consultation period 
between staff and volunteers the offi¬ 
cial announcement was made because 
the hall had been losing money for 
several years. 

In October last year the hall was bat¬ 
tling to meet the £50,000 annual costs 
to provide a lifeline to people across 
Dudley. 

The service was launched two years 
ago, following the end of Dudley 
Council’s scheme. But other luncheon 
clubs which use the service will have 
alternative provision made.

Cabinet member for transport at 
Dudley Council Angus Adams today 
said a full business plan had been sub¬ 
mitted and was being considered by 
Network Rail. If approved, work could 
begin on the project as soon as 2014.

“These tram-trains are being tri¬ 
alled at the moment in Sheffield, and 
are widely used across Europe 
already.” 

He said the money was expected to 
come largely from Department for 
Transport grants, along with contribu¬ 
tions from councils. Tram-trains 
would share the line with freight 
trains and the line would be in opera¬ 
tion for an estimated six to 10 years, 
while councils in the region wait to see 
whether £289m to extend the Midland 
Metro will be made available.

£12m care 
homes plan 


SHOE PEOPLE cartoon creator Jim 
Driscoll is investing up to £12million in 
two care home projects that will create 
almost 200 jobs in Stourbridge and the 
Wyre Forest district. 

His firm has taken over the Park Attwood 
Clinic in Trimpley, near Bewdley, which is due 
to open as a new brain injury rehabilitation 
centre in early summer. 

It will employ about 50 
people. And he is about to 
apply to Dudley Council 
for planning permission 
to develop the 1.5 acre 
former Labour Club and 
YWCA site in Hagley 
Road, Stourbridge, as a 
three-storey, “iconic”, U- 
shaped building to 
include a 62-bedroomed 
care home and 38 apart¬ 
ments. 

The Stourbridge 
scheme - expected to 
open late next year - 
would create jobs for 100 
to 140 people, full and 
part time.

College 
funds to 
increase 


STOURBRIDGE -College 
is bucking the trend of 
cuts to education 
providers with an 
increase in government 
funding. 

Virtually every univer¬ 
sity will see its money 
reduced for the new aca¬ 
demic year which starts 
in September, new 
figures reveal. 

Colleges will also see 
their government help 
reduced. But Stourbridge 
College will get more 
money with its funding 
rising from £110,708 to 
£114,000, an increase of 
three per cent.

Quake workers 
speak of horror 


BLACK Country firefight¬ 
ers returning from earth¬ 
quake-ravaged Japan have 
told of their heart-rending 
search for survivors. 

Twelve West Midlands fire¬ 
fighters from the International 
Search and Rescue (ISAR) 
squad are just back from the 
northern region of the country, 
swamped by a 33ft tsunami 
which followed the quake. 

They include Cradley Heath 
watch commander Rudy Parkes, of 
Stourbridge; watch commander 
Dean Yates of Halesowen fire 
station; station commander at 
Oldbury and Cradley Heath, Dean 
Harris, also from Stourbridge; and 
Dudley fire station watch com¬ 
mander Russ Gauden of Kinver. 

They were part of a 59-strong 
team from across the UK that also 
included two rescue dogs and four 
medical staff. 

Efforts 

All 12 were involved in a similar 
mission when an earthquake hit 
Haiti just over a year ago, while 
four were involved in the rescue 
efforts in New Zealand. But the 
rescue mission in the cities of 
Ofunato and Kamaishi was among 
their toughest yet. 

Russ Gauden, aged 39, said the 
scenes of devastation were “beyond 
comprehension”. He said in some 
areas they were climbing 15ft high 
piles of ice-covered debris. 

“We saw a 50ft high ship in the 
middle of a residential area,” he 
added. 

Veteran firefighter Rudy Parkes 
said the scene in Japan was the 
worst he had seen in 23 years of 
ISR. Mr Parkes added: “It was a 
scene of utter devastation, the 
worst I’ve ever seen. 

“In one case I was looking inside 
a house and thought something 
was wrong until I realised it was 
completely upside down.”

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Meeting 
soon on 
schools 
U-turn 


DISCUSSIONS over the 
Government’s decision to 
scrap millions of pounds 
worth of school rebuild¬ 
ing projects in Sandwell 
are set to take place next 
month. 

The borough had nine 
schemes worth £138 million 
cut. Sandwell and five other 
authorities launched legal 
action after Labour’s Build¬ 
ing Schools for the Future 
programme was axed last 
July. 

The Sandwell cutbacks 
sparked an outcry from 
parents, pupils and school 
staff. 

Last month the authority 
was successful in a High 
Court challenge and Educa¬ 
tion Secretary Michael Gove 
was urged to think again.

Now, council officers are 
compiling a case to present 
to the Government on what 
action should be taken in 
Sandwell with a meeting 
expected to be held with offi¬ 
cials next month. 

However, Sandwell’s 
deputy leader and cabinet 
member for strategic 
resources, Councillor Steve 
Eling, said the authority is 
still calling for a personal 
visit from Mr Gove to meet 
schools affected by the cuts. 

Councillor Eling said: 
“We are supposed to be 
having discussions in early 
April.” 

Schools losing out incl¬ 
uded Bristnall Hall, Heath- 
fields, Perryfields, Wood 
Green, Stuart Bathurst and 
Manor andMenzies. Special 
schools and pupil referral 
units also lost projects. 


Tory candidates quit in 
‘golly folly’ photos row 


A SEDGLEY couple due to stand as Tory candidates 
in a Dudley Council election have resigned from the 
party in a row over photographs of them posing with 
a golly doll. 

Bill Etheridge, aged 41, and wife Star had been sus¬ 
pended from the Conservative party after a complaint 
about the photographs they posted on Facebook of them 
purposely holding up the doll. 

But the couple, who were making a stand over political 
correctness, have now resigned. Mr Etheridge said he had 
decided to join UKIP instead. 

The “golly folly” row blew up after Mr Etheridge, chair¬ 
man of the Claverley branch of the Conservative Associa¬ 
tion, and his wife questioned what was wrong with the 
wild-haired black toys on their Facebook site. 

Ammunition 

The leader and deputy leader of Dudley Council, Coun¬ 
cillors Anne Millward and Les Jones, last week warned 
them their stance against “political correctness” could give 
people ammunition against the party ahead of the elec¬ 
tions. On Friday the Etheridges were told in a letter from 
the party’s head office voluntary section disciplinary com¬ 
mittee that they were being suspended for 30 days. 

The emailed letter said their actions might ‘bring the 
party into disrepute”. The couple, of Tipton Road, who are 
members of the Black Country Campaign Against Political 
Correctness, have now resigned from the party. 

Mr Etheridge said he was mystified why there was a “big 
deal” over the golly doll. “When we were growing up it was 
Bill Etheridge and wife Star j us t a toy and it didn’t even look like a person,” said Mr 
with the offending doll Etheridge, who had been selected to stand as Dudley 

Council candidate for 
Brockmoor and Pensnett in 
the next elections in May. 

“We can’t understand why 
they are now a ‘no-go’ area. 
The term ‘political correct¬ 
ness gone mad’ is well used 
— but this is a total golly 
folly.” 

Mrs Etheridge, 39, who 
was due to stand as Conser¬ 
vative candidate for Coseley 
East, said: “I can’t see how 
we can bring anyone into 
disrepute with a little rag 
doll.” 

The couple had removed 
the Facebook “golly” photos 
before Christmas but posted 
them back on their ‘wall’ 
after resigning. 



Road petition 


A PETITION signed by 
nearly 400 residents calling 
for a “nightmare” one-way 
system in a Dudley road to 
be scrapped has been han¬ 
ded to councillors. 

People say their lives 
have been “made hell” since 
the system started at 
Parkway Road earlier this 
year. 

They say it is causing con¬ 
gestion with cars left at a 
standstill at peak times 
because of the volume of 


traffic. The road was made 
one-way following com¬ 
plaints of it being used as a 
rat run. Protesters want to 
see the road restored to how 
it was before and say they 
were not told of the plans 
until it was too late. 

Bill Chambers, aged 75, of 
nearby Fullbrook Road, pre¬ 
sented the petition last 
week.

Boulevard will 
be in market’s 
£6m new look 



THIS is how Dudley’s his¬ 
toric market place could 
look like following a £6 
million revamp. 

Under the plans, the tiled 
roof would be replaced with 
vintage-style canopies and a 
“market boulevard” would be 
created with trees and a 
walkway. 

The statue of legendary Dudley- 
born footballer Duncan Edwards 
would be moved to the other end of 
the market. 

The ageing toilet block would 
also be relocated to create an 
obstructed view of Dudley Castle. 

The 19th century fountain would 
be refurbished and a new moat 
created around the bottom. 

The number of permanent stalls 
would be reduced from 74 pitches 
but Dudley Council, which is 
behind the scheme, said temporary 
stalls could be added on busy days. 
Cabinet member for regeneration 


Councillor Les Jones said an appli¬ 
cation for cash from the European 
Regional Development Fund had 
passed the first stage. 

A decision on whether bosses will 
be given a £3 million grant towards 
the scheme will be announced later 
this year. 

The rest of the money is coming 
from council capital receipts and 
once the funding is secured, work 
on the redevelopment could get 
under way by the middle of next 
year, with completion expected in 
summer 2013. 

Opportunities 

Councillor Jones said: “Dudley’s 
market place is the only one of its 
kind in the region to be located in 
the heart of a town’s high street, so 
the makeover is the fundamental 
showpiece project to the wider 
regeneration of Dudley town 
centre. 

“The project will make up the 
biggest revamp of the town in more 
than two decades and it will 
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One of the three plans that are 

breathe fresh life into the existing 
market place, to create a continual 
market boulevard.” 

Three designs for a new market, 
with different stall layouts, have 
been drawn up and people are now 
being asked for their views on the 
proposals. 

Councillor Jones said the 
market project was pivotal to a 
wider redevelopment of the town 
centre, which would include a 
revamp of Castle Hill. 

“We are very keen to hear what 
people think and there are cer¬ 
tainly plenty of opportunities to 
take part in the consultation,” he 
said. 

“While we have presented three 
options, it may be that the final 
design could be different or could 
incorporate elements of each to 


part of the public consultation 

create a fourth option.” But 
market trader, David Flavell, aged 
50, who has a fruit and veg stall, 
said he feared the revamp would 
not be enough to lure shoppers 
back into the town. 

Planting 

“It is a lot of money to spend on 
just replacing the stalls and plant¬ 
ing some trees, don’t think it’s 
going to make a difference and 
make people shop here again,” he 
said. 

The consultation runs until April

MP hits 
at move 
overtop 
officer 

A WEST Midlands 
Labour MP has con¬ 
demned the 

“grotesque paradox” of 
Government plans to 
raise the pension age 
of police - as scores of 
senior officers such as 
Sandwell’s Steve 
Dugmore are being 
forced to retire early to 
cut costs. 

Warley MP John 
Spellar said it was the 
“economics of the mad¬ 
house”. 

Chief Supt Dugmore, 
head of Sandwell Police, 
is being retired next 
month, aged only 48, in a 
cull of 300 senior officers 
by West Midlands Police 
Authority. 

But the Government- 
commissioned Hutton 
Report called for the 
normal age at which 
most public sector staff 
can start drawing their 
pension to be increased 
to be the same as the 
state pension age. 

Mr Spellar told the 
Commons it was a 
“grotesque paradox”. 

He said West Midlands 
Police were acting under 
a Home Office diktat 
because of a rule that 
allowed them to “sack 
people” after 30 years’ 
service. Mr Spellar said: 
“Is that not absolutely 
absurdr?” 

Mr Spellar said after¬ 
wards: “You have got the 
Hutton Report saying 
that police in uniform 
have to serve longer - 
and you have the Home 
Office forcing West Mid¬ 
lands Police to sack 
people early and paying 
them their pensions.”

KINVER’S famous rock 
houses have re-opened to 
the public - with a new 
addition to tempt visitors 
to the dwellings in the 
sandstone hillside. 

Martindales House 
had been sealed off since 
1950, when the last 
family to live there 
moved out and it was 
declared unfit for habita¬ 
tion. The building is 
named after the Martin- 
dale family who lived 
there, and is next to the 
Holy Austin rock houses 
in Compton Road. The 
ceiling has been bolted 
into the rock so it is safe 
to open to the public. 

Memorabilia 

The National Trust is 
asking visitors to suggest 
what they might like to 
see inside Martindales so 
that it could, in future, be 
equipped with memora¬ 
bilia. 

Mike Parker, custo¬ 
dian of the rock houses 
for the National Trust, 
said: “Martindales has 
two rooms - a parlour 
and a bedroom. 

“Like the neighbouring 
Holy Austin houses, it 
had no running water or 
electricity. While it might 
have been considered a 
nice place to live com¬ 
pared to the back-to- 
backs of the Black 
Country 100 years ago, 
by the 1950s it was not 
suitable for habitation.” 

The houses are open 
from 2-4pm Thursdays to 
Sundays until the end of 
November.

Teams of 20 rowers, 
including four substitutes, 
will have to tackle a 200m 
course in a series of timed 
heats, with the four fastest 
teams then qualifying for a 
head-to-head final.

Crews are regularly made 
up of teams from local com¬ 
panies, building societies, 
police, councils, schools, 
sports clubs, charities and 
pubs as well as RAF 
Cosford. Last year’s event 
even attracted a team from 
National Lottery organisers 
Camelot. 

Crews are being asked to 
secure a minimum of £1,000 
sponsorship for the event, 
which is then split between 
a charity nominated by the 
crew and the club’s Rotary 
charitable trust.

Pop into a 
shop plan 


THE output of local radio 
stations such as BBC WM 
could be replaced with 
that of Radio 5 Live, it has 
been claimed. 

The idea, that would affect 
all programmes except 
breakfast and drive time, is 
thought to be among the 
BBC’s cost-cutting measures 
to help it save £400 million 
following the freeze of the TV 
licence fee last year. 

The BBC has denied any 
decisions have been made. 

Trade union leaders have 
warned more than 700 jobs 
could go across the country if 
the cuts are brought in. 

Quality 

National Union of Jour¬ 
nalists general secretary 
Jeremy Dear said: “Local 
radio plays a crucial role in 
keeping local communities 
informed. These proposals 
would rip the heart out of 
local programming and effec¬ 
tively sound the death knell 
for local radio.” 

The BBC has around 40 
local radio stations with a 
combined average weekly 
audience of 7.4 million lis¬ 
teners. 

Last year bosses called for 
regional stations to improve 
the “quality and originality” 
of their output. 

BBC WM covers the Black 
Country and Birmingham. 

It was launched in 1970 
and is known for its popular 
presenters such as the 
breakfast show’s Phil Upton 
and drive time’s Paul 
Franks. A BBC spokesman 
said: “No decisions have been 
made so it would be wrong to 
speculate.” 


as public 
loos axed 


TOILETS in shops and other buildings in the Dudley borough could 
be opened up for use by the public under plans which are being consid¬ 
ered by council chiefs. The authority aims to save £150,000 by closing 
public toilets in some of the smaller shopping centres but today said 
“alternative toilet provision” was being investigated. 

That could include securing permission for shoppers to be allowed to nip in 
to use the conveniences in supermarkets or council buildings such as libraries. 

Cabinet member Councillor Angus Adams said: “As part of the budget proposals, we 
are currently reviewing public toilets in a number of our town centres. 

“As part of the review we 
will be looking at alterna¬ 
tive toilet provision for 
members of the public. We 
are looking at supermar¬ 
kets and also council build¬ 
ings such as libraries. We 
will talk to supermarkets to 
see if they are amenable. I 
think it is the way forward.” 

Vandalism 

Talks are ongoing about 
which public toilets could 
shut under the plans. 

Figures released last 
month show that more than 
a third of public toilets have 
been closed in the Dudley 
borough over the last 

Eight out of the 23 public 
conveniences provided 10 
years ago have now been 
shut. Vandalism at some of 
the sites was blamed for the 
closures. 


Fishing ban at 
Leasowes pool 


FISHING is being banned 
at a park in Halesowen 
amid claims that wildlife is 
being harmed by dumped 
rubbish and equipment. 

A community group 
claims two ducks have died 
at The Leasowes in recent 
months after getting caught 
up in fishing wire. 

They claim that some of 
the vegetation is being 
ruined as well and needs 
time to recover without 
being trampled on. But 
anglers who use the site are 


furious and say that the 
majority of them act respon¬ 
sibly. 

The Friends of Leasowes 
say they hope fishing can be 
re-introduced at some time 
in the future. A timescale 
for the ban has not been set. 

Marianne Diller, Friends 
chairman, said: “The 
regular park users and 
wardens are constantly 
picking up discarded lines, 
hooks, cans and general 
litter, all of which are poten¬ 
tially harmful to wildlife. “

MORE THAN 130 parking 
tickets were handed out to 
staff, visitors and patients 
at Dudley’s Russells Hall 
Hospital in two months, 
new figures reveal. 

Motorists caught flouting 
the rules by parking inappro¬ 
priately or on red lines are 
fined £15. 

In January hospital bosses 
painted further red lines around 
the staff car parks to show 
workers where they can and 


cannot leave their cars as part of 
controversial new parking 
arrangements. It followed the 
introduction of red lines else¬ 
where, including by the A&E 
department. Hospital figures 
show that between January 1 and 
February 28, 131 fines were 
handed out. If not paid within 14 
days, the fee is increased to £30. 

Chief executive Paula Clark 
said: “Car parking facilities at 
Russells Hall Hospital are pro¬ 
vided by Summit Healthcare 
(Dudley) Ltd and managed by 
Interserve. 


“There is a fixed penalty notice 
system in place for patients, visi¬ 
tors and staff who park their vehi¬ 
cles inappropriately. 

“Notices warning people are 
clearly displayed.” 

In January, plans to introduce 
a staff parking permit scheme 
were thrown into chaos because of 
a dispute over who was allowed a 
space. Everyone has now been 
granted temporary access to staff 
car parks on a first-come, first- 
served basis. Bosses are monitor¬ 
ing traffic flow and assessing 
permit applications.

figures but I like the fact 
people talk completely 
erroneously about a 
topic. 

“The original pilot we 
did was a bit more politi¬ 
cal and then about two 
minutes in I thought, ‘Oh 
no, I just want to do 
jokes’, so I’ve learnt my 
lesson,” he says with a 
grin. 

Skinner, who lives in 
London with his partner 
Cathy Mason, will tour 
the length and breadth of 
the country to film the 
shows. 

“Not everyone thinks 
of London as the centre of 
the world and on Opin¬ 
ionated it isn’t, because 
we’re very much ‘out 
there’.” 

Born Christopher 

Collins in West 

Bromwich (he reportedly 
changed his name to that 
of a man in his dad’s pub 
dominoes team), he left 
school with no qualifica¬ 
tions and worked in a 
metal factory before 
enrolling in night school. 

It was during a trip to 


the Edinburgh Festival 
that he experienced his 
“road to Damascus 
moment” and at the age 
of 30 spent £400 of his 
£435 savings on booking 
a stand-up venue. 

Encore 

Recalling one of his 
early shows, he says: “I 
was so frightened of the 
audience - they were hor¬ 
rible and I just lost it. I 
gave up any pretence of 
liking them, started 
shouting and they were 
peeing themselves 
laughing. I got an encore, 
which I’d never had 
before. 

“I learnt to be myself 
up there, and cast 
caution to the wind.” 

In 1991, he won the 
Perrier Award (other 
nominees included Jack 
Dee, Lily Savage and 
Eddie Izzard) and hasn’t 
looked back since. 

By the end of the 1990, 
he was one of TV’s 
biggest stars thanks to 
Fantasy Football 

League, which he wrote 
and presented with good 


mate David Baddiel, and 
The Frank Skinner 
Show, widely credited for 
setting the tone for the 
comedic chat show. 

For someone who’s 
been accused of being 
crude and misogynistic 
in the past (he’s denied 
this and said: “My stand- 
up’s about sex rather 
than being sexist and I’m 
the fall guy in every 
routine,”) he comes 
across as utterly charm¬ 
ing in person. He is a 
devout Catholic. 

Recently he attended the 
400th anniversary of the 
King James Bible at 
Clarence House in 
London, where he spoke 
to Prince Charles about 
his faith. 

When Baddiel And 
Skinner Unplanned 
ended in 2005, Frank 
began work on a novel 
called Thunderman And 
Geoff Phillips, about a 
superhero duo. 

“I’d been doing three 
TV series a year and I 
thought I’d become a 
recluse, write this novel 
and re-emerge in a year’s 
time to people saying, 
‘What? He’s a Booker 
nominee and he used to 
be a comedian?’ That’s 
how I saw it,” Skinner 
laughs - he gave up after 
60,000 words. 

“I’d like to do small 
clubs again — like I used 
to. I was very, very 
happy,” Frank says. 
“Now I want to do things 
simply for pleasure.”

Meals on wheels club 
for the elderly is axed 


A STOURBRIDGE-BASED meals on wheels service for the 
elderly has been axed due to lack of funding. 

The national WRVS charity is closing Carlisle Hall, in Victoria 
Street, and on March 31 staff will deliver the last batch of hot meals. 

The announcement came after the head of WRVS services for the West Mid¬ 
lands revealed that the hall had been losing money for several years. Negotia¬ 
tions are under way to ensure that other luncheon clubs supplied from Carlisle 
Hall will receive an alternative supply. 

In October last year the hall was battling to meet the £50,000 annual costs to 
provide its lifeline service to people across Dudley. 

It was launched two years ago, following the end of Dudley Council’s scheme, 
but has struggled to find sponsors to help them the fees. The £3.50 daily fee 
charged to 150 residents across the borough is failing to plug the funding gap. 


Users are now being told about 
private firms which can offer a similar 
service. Quality Care Meals is hoping 
to expand its low cost daily meals 
service across Dudley while Wiltshire 
Farm Foods and Oakhouse Foods, 
which provide frozen meals once a 
week, are also being suggested. 

The WRVS service is run by 70 vol¬ 
unteers and offers meals to eight other 
lunch clubs in the borough as well as 
hosting a number of other weekly 
activities and services at the hall. 

Ninety-year-old Lil Haywood, who 
has been dining at Carlisle Hall six 
times a week for 15 years, said: “We are 
all absolutely gutted about what has 
happened— it is a terrible shame. 

Marvellous 

“You wish that something could be 
done to stop these kinds of things from 
happening. The staff have worked so 
hard. Everyone at the hall has been 
marvellous and we are all very thank¬ 
ful for everything that they have done.” 

Mrs Haywood will now use the 
nearby Age UK Elton Centre, on St 
John’s Road, for her daily lunches. 

Friend and fellow member Nancy 
Corfield, 88, has also attended the 
centre for more than a decade. 

“It is a very sad and upsetting time 
for everybody,” she said. 

“When we were told the news I got 
ever so tearful because it has been such 
a huge part of my life for so long. 

“I shall miss it terribly. I have made 
a lot of friends there over the years and 
they are a big part of why I come here.

We 
are in negotiations with an external 
supplier to provide meals to these 
clubs, with no increase in price. 

Difference 

“We would like to take this opportu¬ 
nity to thank the WRVS staff and vol¬ 
unteers at Carlisle Hall. They have 
made a big difference to the older 
people who have used the services.” 

Councillor Lesley Faulkner, Dudley 
Council cabinet member for adult and 
community services, said: “Although 
Dudley Council does not provide any 
funding to WRVS at Carlisle Hall, we 
are continuing to support people who 
use the service, to find alternative 
facilities in the Dudley borough.”

MG that’s out to show ‘6’ appeal 



Peter Carroll about to drive the first all new MG<since the launch of the MGF roadster in 1995 


W HEN the gates of 
Longbridge 
clanged shut in 
2005, with the loss of 
6,000 jobs, many must 
have thought that the 
death-knell had sounded 
for one of Britain’s most 
famous car brands. 

But six years down the line 
MG is still with us, albeit 
under Chinese ownership, 
and has just launched its 
long-awaited, first all-new car 
for 16 years. 

The MG6 arrives in final pro¬ 
duction form as a family-sized 
five-seater hatchback with 
coupe-influenced styling and 
high levels of equipment across 
its three trim levels. 

Prices range from £15,495 for 
the entry level S to £18,995 for 
the flagship TSE - a car that is 
packed with such premium fea¬ 
tures as leather seats, climate 
control air conditioning, satellite 
navigation and a reversing 
camera, all as standard. 

This makes the 6 cheaper to 
buy than similarly-specified rivals 
such as the Skoda Octavia or 
Ford Focus. The MG is also more 
spacious inside. 

But perhaps the biggest sur¬ 
prise is that MG has delivered, as 
promised, a real driver’s car with 

V 


sure-footed handling and a sur¬ 
prisingly sporty feel. 

With its heavily-raked roofline 
and narrow windows the MG6 is 
very much a contemporary 
vehicle, with few ‘retro’ touches. 
I suspect its looks will grow on 
people. Saloon variants will arrive 
in the summer. 

Inside, cabin quality is higher 
than that of the pre-production 
car I drove last year with an 
improved soft-touch dashboard, 
along with touches of chrome 
and carbon-fibre-style trim. 

Badge 

The famous octagonal badge 
is present and correct on the 
steering wheel but the overall 
interior look is slightly anony¬ 
mous and the plastics are harder 
and cheaper the lower down you 
go. 

The seats in the TSE are com¬ 
fortable but on the soft side and 
lacking both lateral and under¬ 
thigh support. Leg room is gener¬ 
ous but taller drivers may 
struggle for headroom. 

The designer handbrake is 
similar to the Saab 9-3’s ‘thumb- 
trapper’ and a little awkward to 
operate. 

There’s only one power plant at 
the moment - a turbocharged 1.8 
litre petrol developing 160hp. A 
1.9 litre diesel is in development 
but won’t be ready until next year. 

The petrol is only going to give 


you 30-35mpg but it sounds 
peppy and revs freely to above 
6,000rpm. 

The MG has only five, rather 
long gears, but can hit 60mph in 
around eight and a half seconds. 
The car’s top speed has been 
limited to 120mph in order to 
keep insurance costs down. 

While the 6 is designed first 
and foremost as a family car it’s 
also possible to have some fun in 


it. The chassis feels rigid and taut 
and the car is stable and assured 
at speed. Provided you keep the 
revs up, it loves attacking twisty 
B-roads. There’s masses of grip 
and very little roll. The steering 
has been set up to be consider¬ 
ably sharper and weightier than 
in the Chinese version of the car. 

Ride quality is firm but com¬ 
fortable and refinement levels are 
high, though you certainly hear 


the engine if you put your foot 
down. 

The car’s interior could still be 
improved and its relatively high 
C02 emissions of 184g/km 
mean it will not find favour with 
fleet buyers. 

With no diesel in the range the 
MG6 is still a work in progress, at 
least as regards the European 
market, but at least it is off to a 
promising start.
